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Vandals Tear Down Piper; 
$500 Reward Is Offered 


PIP E R ONCE STOOD PROUD—“Pipers Stand Proud,” a longtime slogan of 
Hamlin athletic teams, could have also been applied to the huge “Pied Piper” 
placed at the south entrance of the city as a part of the Bicentennial project. After a 
year and a half of planning and research and many hours of hard work, the Piper 
was completed about dark, July 2, when the final paint was applied. Only two weeks 
later on Sunday, July 18, residents awoke to find the Piper downed by vandalism, 
malicious mischief, or whatever it takes to destroy a figure made with framework 
of two-inch pipe and steel rods, wire lath, cement and plaster. The incident is under 
investigation of the Hamlin Police Department, under the direction of Police Chief 
Ed Wheat. 


A $500 reward is being 
offered to person or persons 
furnishing information that 
will lead to the arrest and 
conviction of person or per­ 
sons that pulled down the 
Pied Piper statue on City 
property in south Hamlin. 
The 10-foot Pied Piper, 
which was completed July 2 
just before Hamlin’s Bicen­ 
tennial celebration July 4, 
was pulled down sometime 
during early morning hours 
Sunday. 
The Hamlin Police Depart­ 
ment, under the direction of 
Police Chief Ed Wheat, is 
investigating. 
Citizens were seen driving 
by the scene Monday at 
regular intervals. Most are 
shaking their 
heads 
in 
disbelief that anyone could

GRANTS FARM LEASES- 
Council Reviews Audit 


At the present time it is not 
known whether the person or 
persons who tore down the Piper at 
the South entrance of the city is a 
local resident or not. But our guess 
is that it probably was. 
It would not be too very unusual 
if during the football fever of the 
fall someone from out of town 
painted the statue but very unlikely 
that they would tear it down. 
But if it was a local resident (not 
citizen because anyone who would 
do this is certainly not entitled to 
the honor of being referred to as a 
citizen) it most certainly is one that 
the whole community could do 
without. 
It would not hurt so much if the 
Piper had just been purchased with 
money 
raised 
by 
interested 
citizens. But this was something 
that a great many people devoted a 
lot of time and energy to. 
If the person who was respon­ 
sible is ever caught I would hope 
that one of the first things that 
would be required would be for 
them to explain to the Joe Nortons 
just why they destroyed something 
that this couple spent so many 
hours creating. 
Vandalism is something that has 
been around forever but it seems to 
get worse every year and has gone 
far beyond the prankster stage of 
pulling over outhouses. No one 
seems to be able to explain why this 
country is plagued by so much 
vandalism in our schools, our 
cities, and our private property. 
Apparently, this is a problem 
that is worse in America than 
anywhere else. But why this is so 
we do not understand. It is not just 
a case of the have nots trying to get 
even with the haves because in all 
too many cases the vandals come 
from families that have moderate 
or better incomes. 


The City Council, meeting 
here 
Monday 
evening, 
reviewed the audit for the 
past year’s operation with 
James E. Rodgers, local 
Certified Public Accountant. 
The council also awarded 
leases on city owned farm 
land and. re viewed progress 
of the waste water treat­ 
ment plant 
construction 
project. 


In reviewing the audit with 
the council, Rodgers told 
them that the city had a 
pretty 
good 
accounting 
system that met all of the 
accepted accounting prac­ 
tices. 
The audit report revealed 
that the city had $44,885.86 
more revenue than was 
predicted in the General 
Fund budget for the year and 
had spent $21,129.76 more 
than was budgeted. The total 
estimated 
revenue 
was 
$211,280.00 in the General 
Fund and had received 
$256,165.86. The expenses in 
the General Fund were 
predicted at $220,078.60 and 
the actual expenditures were 
$241,208.36. 
In the Water Works fund 
the city had estimated the 
revenue at $136,500.00 and 
received $152,337.06 for an 
increase of $15,837.06. Ex­ 
penses were estimated at 
$133,460.00 
and 
were 
$179,869.66 
which 
was 
$46,409.66 
more 
than 
estimated. But this, ac­ 
cording to Rodgers, included 
$28,283.91 in depreciation 
which is not estimated in the 
budget. 
The council awarded a five- 
year lease to Jay Brothers on 


the 22 acres of farm land 
located near the golf course. 
Their bid of $300 a year was 
the highest of the bids sub­ 
mitted. The council also 
awarded a five-year lease on 
the land at the old airport to 
Ken Scott for $300 per year. 
Billy Jacobs of Abilene, 
engineer on the Waste Water 
Treatment Plant, gave the 


council a progress report on 
the construction job and said 
that based on the money paid 
to the contractor about 12 
percent of the project was 
completed. 
The council also voted to 
seek bids on seal coating 
some of the city streets as 
soon as the number of blocks 
can be determined.

One can see 
where in the soft gravelled 
ground, two efforts were 
made with a vehicle to pull 
the Piper down. 
Work on the Piper was 
actually 
not 
completely 
finished. In trying to get it 
completed before the Fourth, 
the paint was applied before 
the cement was completely 
dry and there was a fading of 
the green paint. Workers in 
the project had planned to 
repair the paint and then 
complete the waterproofing. 
Plans for the Piper statue 
were in the making for a year 
and half Research and plans 
for the construction was done 
by Rev. and Mrs. Joe Norton. 
Mrs. Norton was chairman of 
the project when the work 
began 
on 
the 
proposed 
roadside park at the south 
entrance of Hamlin as the 
Bicentennial project. 
Mrs. Norton estimated that 
at least 52 work days had 
gone into the planning and 
construction. This was done 
by volunteers, she said, of all 
ages, skills and professions. 
Welding alone took eight 
hours, she said. 
The framework was made 
of two-inch pipe, steel rein­ 
forcing rods, and wire lath 
and then 
covered 
with 
cement and plaster. The 
figure was placed on a con­ 
crete slab and several gray 
mice were placed at the 
Piper’s feet. 
Interested citizens are 
making the $500 reward 
possible with donations.

The story about the local mill was in the 
May-June issue of the Cotton Cooperative 
Commentator, 
published 
by 
the 
Plains 
Cotton Cooperative Association. 
It is located in one of the most competitive 
areas in Texas, the article states. This fact, 
along with fires, short crops and indifferent 
support all resulted in substantial operating 
losses The Houston Bank of Cooperatives 
finally took over the mill to satisfy the un­ 
paid debt There were many who doubted 
that the mill could ever succeed as a 
cooperative 
Leaders from the gins in the Rolling 
Plains felt that the mill should operate as a 
cooperative. They suggested that the Plains 
Cooperative Oil Mill at Lubbock lease the 
mill from the Bank, and promised to deliver 
enough seed for a profitable operation. This 
was two years ago, and at this time Jerry 
Williams was named manager. 


The mill is now crushing on 29,600 tons of 
seed from the current crop delivered by 31 
gins Earnings of the mill have exceeded all 
expectations 
A new lease for the 1966-67 season has 
been signed with the Houston Bank of 
Cooperatives.
